The eno rmo u s nu m ber o f 12,700,000 separate 
repo rts fro m individu als, co rpo ratio ns, institu ­ 
tio ns o r o ther u nits were received o r handled in 
the U. S. Censu s Bu reau du ring the last fiscal 
year, acco rding to th a t bu reau . 
These repo rts were co ncerned with vital facts 
o f so cial, indu strial and bu siness life o f the co u n­ 
try, inclu ding births, deaths, and marriages, ag­ 
ricu ltu re, m anu factu ring, fo restry, mining, irri­ 
gatio n, po wer, fisheries, 
w ater 
transpo rtatio n, 
and State and citÿ finances. 


The tabu latio n af the data co ntained in t h e 
repo rts, requ ired the u se o f electrically-driven 
m achinery and all o ther kno wn devices fo r ta b­ 
u latio n and co mpu tatio n. The statistics co llected 
and tabu lated were made available to the pu b­ 
lic in 4.860 mimeo graphed and printed sta te ­ 
m ents and bu lletins, w ith a to tal editio n o f n e ar­ 
ly 7,030.000. To gether with the printed and m im e­ 
o graphed repo rts issu ed, the Bu reau du ring the 
year answered abo u t 52,000 inqu iries fo r statisti­ 
cal info rm atio n o n a wide variety o f su bjects. 


In co nnectio n with the gathering o f the vital 
statistics o f the co u ntry, the repo rt draws a tte n ­ 
tio n to the fact th a t this co u ntry is pro bably the 
o nly first class natio n in the wo rld th a t do cs no t 
have a co mplete registratio n o f births a n d 
deaths. The United States has no natio nal vital 
statistics, as there is no Federal law which pro ­ 
vides fo r the pro per registratio n o f births and 


deaths and several states still rem ain witho u t 
adequ ate laws o n this su bject. 
Du ring the past year the Bu reau o f the Cen­ 
su s has been co ndu cting an active cam paign in 
the ho pe o f remedying this situ atio n and it is 
ho ped th a t satisfacto ry laws o n registratio n o f 
births and deaths will be o n the statu te bo o ks o f 
every state befo re the next decennial censu s in 
1940.

Center 
and Ruehville, as gains made in 
these two were sufficient to over- 
come the losses in most of the 
other townships. 


Of the twelve townships only 


two others made a gain. Jackson 
gained 11 and Union 13. The gain 
in Center township was the larg- 
est of any, being 345. This was 
due to the increase at the Chil- 
dren's Home as 313 more chil- 
dren were reported in that in- 
stituion, «than' there were ten 
years ago. 


The second largest increase 


came from Rushville township, 
•with a gain of 254. This gain 
came from Rushville city for the 
most part, which showed 2°4 
more t;han in the census of 1920. 


The gains in the four town- 


ships maintained a margin suffi- 
cient to give the entire countv 
ati"increase over the 1-920 census 
report. The population in 1900 or 
:30 years ago. cave the entire 
county a population of '.0.148 an-1 
during the 20 years following it, 
gradually showed a decrease, 
with the gain this year being the 
first within the 30 year/period.

•GOVERNMENTAL REPORTS.' 


The enormous number of 12,700,000 separate 


reports from individuals, corporations, institu- 
tions or other units were received or handled in 
the TJ. S. Census Bureau during the last fiscal 
year, according to that bureau. 


These reports were concerned with vital facts 


of social, industrial and business life of the coun- 
try, including births, deaths, and marriages, ag- 
riculture, manufacturing, forestry, milling, irri- 
gation, power, fisheries, water transportation, 
and State and city finances. 


The tabulation af the data contained in the 


reports, required the use of electrically-driven 
machinery and all other known devices for tab- 
ulation and computation. The statistics collected 
and tabulated were made available to the pub- 
lic in 4,860 mimeographed and printed state- 
ments and bulletins, with a total edition of near- 
ly 7,030,000. Together with the printed and mime- 
ographed reports issued, the Bureau during the 
tyear answered about 52,000 inquiries for statisti- 
cal information on a wide variety of subjects. 


In connection with the gathering of the vital 


statistics of the country, the report draws atten- 
tion to the fact that this country is probably the 
only first class nation in the world that does not 
have a complete registration of births and 
deaths. The United States has no national vital 
statistics, as there is no Federal law which pro- 
vides for the proper registration of births and 


deaths and several., states still remain without 
.adequate laws on this subject. 


During the past year the Bureau of the Cen- 


sus has been conducting an active campaign in 
the hope of remedying this situation and it is 
hoped that satisfactory laws on registration of 
births and deaths will be- on the statute books of 
every state before the next decennial census in 
1940.

Twelve charges 
are cited, 


among them that the mayor 
had "tolerated 
lawlessness by 


law enforcement agencies." 


It is the first time a recall has 


ever been attempted since the 
recall provision was included in 
the city charter. Under the law, 
the petitions to become effect- 
ive, must bear signatures of 25 
per cent of the city's qualified 
electors who cast votes for gov- 
ernor in the last general elec- 
tion. The number of signatures 
required is 89,497.

MURDER THEORY HELD 


BY FAMILY OF SLAIN 
KENTLAND GRAIN MAN 


Kentland, Ind., May 21—(JP)— 


The theory that William Sim- 
ons, 50, wealthy Chicago grain 
Jjroker, was slain by a hi-j acker 
^vho mistook him for a bootleg- 
ger, was advanced late today by 
a member of Simons' family af- 
ter Coroner Allen Kenoyer .had 
indicated he expected to return 
a verdict of suicide. 


The body of Simons, once a 


business associate-/ of former 
Governor Warren T. McCray of 
Indiana, was found shot twice 
through the head and once 
through the body along a high- 
way north of here early yester- 
day. ' 
Laurence Simons, a son who 


returned home from Butler uni- 
versity in Indianapolis, told the 
Associated Press this afternoon 
he believed his father was the 
victim of hi-jackers along U. S. 
Highway 41 who thought the el- 
der Simons was a bootlegger. 
The road is a main highway be- 
tween Indianapolis and Chica- 
go.Coroner Kenoyer based his 
suicide theory on the belief that 
Simons had 
been 
depressed 


since being injured in an auto- 
mobile accident a few years ago. 
The coroner also said the shots, 
fired from an old-fashioned re- 
volver found near- the body, 
could have been self-inflicted. 
This was disputed by members 
of Simons' family, who were re- 
luctant to accept the suicide 
verdict.
